Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[ Special. ]— 
Considerable progress has been made by con- 


| gress toward the enactment of legislation 


controlling trusts and preventing discrimina- 
tion In freight rates. The senate this after- 
noon passed the Elkins bill, which provides 
for punishing the railroads which give re- 
bates and the persons who receive them by 
a fine of from $1,000 to $20,000. 

The senate committee on judiciary today 
made a favorable report on the bill provid- 
ing for the expedition of the prosecutions 
brought under the provisions of the Sher- 
‘man anti-trust law. This measure will be 
put through the senate atan early day. It 
gives the attorney general authority to file 
with the clerk of any Circuit court in which 
an action is brought for violation of the anti- 
trust law a certificate to the effect that in 
his opinion the case is of general public im- 
portance. When this is done it will be the 
duty of the court to give the case precedence 
over all others, and it will be expedited in 
every way possible. 

Speaker Henderson today notified Repre- 
sentative Littlefield that the judiciary com- 
mittee bill providing for publicity in the af- 
fairs of trusts will have right of way in 
the house after the postoffice appropriation 
bill has been disposed of. There is a clause 
in the legislative appropriation bill provid- 
ing for an appropriation of $500,000 to be 
used by the attorney general in the employ- 
ment of special counsel and agents of the 
department of justice to conduct prosecu- 


| tions for violations of the anti-trust law. 


This measure has passed both houses and 
‘4s now in conference, but. the, j 
senate and house have both agreed to the 
appropriation there can be no disagreement 
between the two houses, and within a short 
time the attorney general will be’in a posi- 
tion to employ a number of special attorneys 
as the appropriation becomes available im- 
mediately.

Senator Elkins’ measure, which strength- 


| ens the interstate commerce law, makes it a 


misdemeanor for any common carrier to will- 
fully fail to publish its rates and file them 
with the commission. A railroad which 
grants a rebate, or a shipper who accepts 
one, will be guilty of a misdemeanor. Bhose 
offending will be subject to a fine of from 
$1,000 to $20,000. It further provides that 
whenever the interstate commerce commis- 
sion has reasonable grounds for belief that 
the common carriers are engaged in trans- 
porting freight or passengers at less than the 
published rate, or are committing discrimina- 


| tions forbidden by law, it is directed to pre- 


sent a petition to the Circuit court having 
jurisdiction, alleging that such practice is 
indulged:in. It then becomes the duty of the 
-eourt to summarily inquire into the circum- 


‘stances, and upon being satisfied of the truth 
| of the allegation to enforce an observance 


of the public tariffs or require a discontin- 


“uance of the discriminations. 


Another section of the bill repeals the pro- 
visions of the interstate commerce law pro- 
viding imprisonment for violation of it, and 
if the Elkins bill becomes a law the courts 


| will not have the power to imprison any rail- 


road official who gives a rebate or a shipper 


who receives it, as a fine will be the only pun- 


ishment provided.

The vote comes at the end oft hot fight 
between the temperance and saloon forces.

The total vote ts 30,588 in favor of a license 
law and 28,946 opposed. The missing towns 
gave a total’vote of less than 300 at the last 
election. It is a coincidence that Vermont 
voted for prohibition in 1853 by 1,500 ma- 


jority. 
Nine Counties For It. 
Out of fourteen counties nine gave majori- 
ties in favor of the new law. The result is the 
‘outgrovgth of the campaign for governorship 
in which P. W. Clement was defeated by Gen, 
J. C. MeCullough. |

sassination lists,’’ and to the manufacturer it 
is said proscription means that the whole- 
saler with whom he has a centract may cance!

for fuel. 

Ordinarily, under the constitiotide of the as- 
sociation, the manufacturer is not rated ag a 
“ consumer ” and need not pay the retailers’ 
profits on the coal he consumes. It is only 
when he selis coal to his employés or others 
that he is rated as a “ consumer," and must, 
if he persists in such selling, buy his fuel from 
the retailers in whose he is 
operating.

There is no church in Chicago that makes 
such claims to its growth and power as we, 
and there is none that is doing so little of 
the real work at hand. Our church is filled 
with men, wealthy and honored, high in 
social and other circles, who live such nar- 
row lives that their church work is only for 
their own parish.”’ 

E. P. Bailey offered another explanation, 
declaring the needs of the missionary work- 
ers were not told by the pastors. “ The 
clergy are too often afraid,” he said, * that 
the money will be drained from their parish 
and they will not be able to obtain what 
they think is necessary for that parish’s 
needs.’’ 

A banquet preceded the meeting, and at 
its close it was decided to begin an acvite 
campaign to secure more members. This 
action was taken in response to the remark 
of Bishop Anderson, who said that with the 
small sum available he was unable to main- 
tain the responsibility, of the work any 
longer, and that the ela must come to the 
aid of the missionary department.

Ferris, the murdered man, was a foreman 
for the John A. Gaugen Manufacturing com- 
pany, Twenty-second and Morgan streets. 
He was shot and killed on Nov. 24, 1900, as 
a result of the strike troubles in the plant. 
John (“ Red”) Graves, who has never been 
arrested, also is being a party 
to the murder. 

Kilroy and Graves were on picket duty at 
Twenty-second and Morgan streets on the 
morning of the shooting. Ferris had been 
warned that he would be attacked if he did 
not join the strikers, and in view of these 
warnings he armed himself. 
was shot down he drew his own revolver ani 
fired, but his assailants ran away and no 
arrests were made until several weeks later.

In case the city does not desire or is unable to 
buy the property at the end of the twenty years, 
then the company is to continue to operate it. 

To make this possible it is, of course, necessary 
that the legislature pass an act authorizing the 
city to own and operate street railway lines. 

The Chicago City road expects to acquire 
a franchise under the existing state laws, 
the term being fixed at twenty years, with- 
out other conditions. Some of its officials 
said, however, that if the council is willing 
to offer them wetter terms they would not re- 
fuse, 


and Service. 


The two matters which will come up for 
immediate settlement as a premise for any 
further negotiations are those of cash com- 
pensation to the city and the improvements 
to be made in the service. As to the first, 10 
per cent on the gross receipts is the amount 
generally talked about. 

As to the changes in equipment and service, 
this item is likely to be an important one 
in the fegotiations with the Union Traction 
company. The representatives of that com- 
pany are disposed to insist that the amount 
of money they would be required to spend 
shall be the basis for all further matters.

GIVE OUT NEW SUBWAY PLAN. 


Gooper-Wolfe Scheme, Engineer 
Will Cost $30,000,000, Includ- 
ing Belt Line. 


Engineering plans for the Cooper-Wolfe 
Bubway, an ordinance for which was in- 
troduced in the council Monday night, were 
@nnounced yesterday by H. D. Dean of Ben- 
ton Harbor, Mich., the engineer. It is es- 
timatec that $30,000,000 will complete the 
work as planned. 

Provision is made for seven river tunnels, 
at State, La Salle, Franklin, Washington, 
Monroe, Van Buren, and Harrison streets. 
According to the plans there would be three 
loops in the downtown district, and one new 
feature which has not been presented in 
subway plans before. 

This is to be a belt line around the down- 
town district.

It was announced that the subway 
could be completed a block at a time and 
one block each week. It is to be seventeen 
feet below grade and twenty-six feet in 
width. For the carrying of mail a connec- 
tion with the basement of the postoffice is 
proposed.

Despite the fact that many of the coal 
carrying railroads have announced that fuel 
has been given the preference over all but

day’s reach of the city, more than a ten 
days’ supply of coal. 

In event of a storm that would obstruct 
traffic for any considerable length of time 
the reserve supply of fuel soon would fall 
below the danger -point. A prolonged ob- 
struction would mean a fuel shortage more 
serious than. the city has yet experienced, 

“It is up.to the railroads,”’ said. Henry.E. 
Weaver last night. ‘‘ Some of the roads have 
been making great efforts to increase the re- 
serve supply of coal, and they have been 
aided by the mild weather of the last week, 
which has cut down ‘the demand. Neverthe- 


supply Chicago for ten days, either in the

: ‘Other Shipments Delayed. 

The fuel supply of. the city is not the only 
commodity eridangered by the congestion of 
traffic, and the phrase that “it is up to the 
railroads "' could have been heard many 
times in State street and in the wholesale 


districts yesterday. While some of the ship- 


pers say the railroads are doing the best 
they can, all agree that that best is far from 
adequate. 

The congestion is said to be greatest on the 
eastern lines. The Pennsylvania, the Nickel 
Plate, the Lake Shore, the Michigan Cen- 
tral, the Grand Trunk, and the Wabash 
all are having their troubles. On most of 
these lines little except perishable east bound 
freight is being received, and while the re- 
striction is being taken off as fast as the 
yards in various parts of the system can be 
cleared, the accumulations and attendant 
delays are making the lives of the freight 
managers a burden. 

“I never want to go through another such 
winter,” declared the traffic manager of one 
of the lines yesterday. ‘‘I’d resign and go 
farming first.’’ 

7 Railways Held Remiss. 

Some of the Chicago merchants who are 
made to feel the brunt of the blockade de- 
clare that the railroads are remiss in not 
being prepared for the increase in business 
which good business conditions and the de- 
layed movement of coal brought about. 

“These conditions could have been met 
with a little foresight,’ declared a contractor 
to whom inability to secure supplies means 
a heavy financial loss. “The railroads 
should have realized their limitations months 
ago and increased their motive power.”’ 

There has been more or less delay since the 
beginning of the year, but conditions are 
worse now than ever. The fogs of the last 
week and the storm of yesterday did not 
contribute to mend matters. In State street, 
in South Water street, among the contract- 
ors, wholesale grocers, clothiers, and in near- 
ly every line of industry the complaint of the 
shortage of freight receipts is made. 

The railway employés, too, are suffering. 
One employé often is expected to do the work 
of two, and men are breaking down under the 
strain. 

Interviews with representatives of some of 
the business houses that have suffered from 
the delay are as follows: 

Marshall Field & Co.—There has been more 
or less delay since last fall, but it has been 
getting worse since Jan. 5 or 6. Shipments 
have been delayed on all dispatch lines. It 
takes eastern freight three times as long 
to come as under normal conditions. We 
have to wait sometimes for four or five days 
after we should have received goods from the 
east, and have had to fight to get them at 
that. Naturally, we have’ been to some 
financia] loss, but it would be difficult to es- 
timate it. But in any case we are no worse 
off than our competitors, who have been sub- 
jected to the same annoying delay. The 
trouble seems to be that the railways have 
not made necessary provisions for the de- 
mands of the freight traffic. 

Mandel Bros.—Shipments from the east are 
slow on all lines. Beginning last summer, it 
became a task of increasing difficulty to get 
goods on time and the conditions have been 
gradually becoming worse, as they are apt 
to at this time of the year. More steam is 
needed to pull an engine in this kind of 
weather and it is also more difficult to gen- 
erate the steam. Landslides, wrecks, and 
other causes have contributed toward the de- 


lay. 
Conditions Growing Worse. _ 

Sprague, Warner & Co.—There has been 
ered ever since last fall in the shipment of 

eight from the east, and the conditions are 
becoming worse instead of improving. We. 
have suffered some financial loss, but it is 
difficult to calculate it. The railroads are 
simply not in a position to Nandle the busi- 
ness because they have not made due prep- 
arations. The great trouble seems to be a 
lack of motive power. 

Franklin MacVeagh & Co.—We have just 
received a car of glassware from Crothers- 
ville, Ind., that was delayedthreedays. The 
raifroads all complain of the immense volume 
of business that blocks the yards and causes 
delay, and the coal traffic is held to be large- 
ly responsible. There is also complaint that 
the forces of men are not large enough, and 
that the freight handlers do not hustle as 
they should. 

McNeil & Higgins—We have experienced 
more or less delay in getting goods. Sev- 
eral lines are not taking low class freight. 


Fruits and Produce Suffer. ‘ 

George Middendorf & Co.—California fruits 
are from one to two days late. It takes fruit 
from. ten to twelve days to reach here from 
California, where it formerly took only nine 
days. 

Fred J. Hoing—All fruit is being delayed in 
transit and in consequence has to be sold 
from a cent to a centanda hak cheaper. 

H. W. Dodson—Yesterday we recelved a 
carload of poultry that was twelve hours 


late. 
Railway Men Explain. | 

Interviews with general freight agents of 
the railroads are as follows: . 

Pennsylvania—The delay is due to the large 
amount of business. 
any lumber, hay, or similar freight and are 
giving coal the preference. 

Lake Shore—The delay in freight receipts 
is due to a generally congested state of traf- 
fic. Business all over the country has in- 
creased to an astonishing degree. There is 
an abundance of corn, and the grain is taking 
many cars to move it. The conditions in the 
anthracite coal flelds also are responsible 
to some extent. There is great difficulty in 
getting power and locomotives. The weath- 
er, too, is unfavoable for making fast time. 
The rails are wet and the fog is so bad that 
engineers can scarcely see the signals. 

Wabash—The trouble seems to be largely 
with the eastern connections. I never saw 
such an amount of business. 

Delaware and Lackawanna—W eather like 
this makes traffic exceedingly dificult. The 
rails are slippery and the yards are blocked 
on account of the switching. 

Nickel Plate—All the eastern lines are in 
the same difficulty owing to the large amount 
of business and lack of power.

TELLS TERMS OF 


_ATASKAN TREATY 


Senate Gives Out Details, Al- 
~ though Full Text Is Not 
Obtainable. 


OPPOSITION IS CERTAIN. 


Many Insist That Boundary Now 
Is Well Defined—See Naught | 
for Arbitration. 


| | 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—[Special.J— 
The making public of the treaty recently 
negotiated by Secretary Hay and Sir Michael 
Herbert for a settlement of the ‘Alaskan 
boundary dispute was discussed today by the 
senate in executive session. Owing to the 
fact that a number of articles are in French 
it was décided to await translation before 
making the text of the treaty public. 
While there was no discussion of.the terms 
of the treaty on the floor of the — te in 
the executive session, some conferences 
among the senators were held with reference 
to It and the fact became generally known 
that the agreement could not be accepted 
without opposition. The northwestern sena~ 
tors manifest especial opposition, taking the 
ground that there is nothing to arbitrate. 
Article 1 provides. that. the boundary line 
tribunal shail be immediately appointed and 
shall consist of six impartial jurjsts, three 
to be named by the president of Me United 
States and three by ‘his Britannic majesty. 
All questions must receive a majority vote 
of the tribunal. Provision is made for the 
appointment of other jurists to fill vacancies 
officers of the tribunal, including 
scientific experts, and agents. | 
Article 2 provides that a written or printed 
case of.the two parties and other documents, 
correspondence, and evidence shall be sub- 
-mitted to the two parties within two months 
of. the exchange of the ratifications of the 
treaty. Two months afterward the counter 
é¢ase may be submitted, but the tribunal may 
extend the time if it so desires. 


Old Treaties to Be Studied. 

Article 3 provides that the tribunal shall 
consider in the settlement of the questions 
submitted to its decision the treaty between 
Great Britain. and Russia of 1825, and the 
treaty between the United States and Russia 
of March 80, 1867, ‘‘ and particularly the ar- 
ticles 3, 4, and 5of the first mentioned treaty.”’ 
The original text of these articles is given 
in French. In the treaty between the United 
States and Russia articles 3 and 4 of the An- 
glo-Rusisan treaty are quoted as describing 
the line of demarcation between Russia and 
the British possessions. These articles read 
as follows: | 

‘*3. His majesty the emperor of all the 
Russias agrees to cede to the United States 
by this convention, immediately upon ex- 
change of the ratifications thereof, all the 
territories and dominions now possessed by 
his said majesty on the continent of America, 
and in the adjacent islands, the same being 
contained within the geographical limits 
herein set forth—to wit: The eastern limit 
is the line of demarcation between the Rus- 


sian and the British possessions in North 


America, as established by the convention 
between Russia and Great Britain of Feb. 28, 
(16), 1825, and described in articles 3 and 4 
of this said convention in the following terms: 

“*Commencing from the southernmost 
point of the island called Prince of Wales 


island, which point lies in a paralle) of i4 


degrees 40 minutes north latitude, and be- 
tween 18lst and 383d degree of west longi- 
tude (meridian of Greenwich), the said line 
shall ascend to the north along the channel 
called Portland channel as far as the point 
of the continent where it strikes the 56th 
degree of north latitude; from this last men- 
tioned point the line of demarcation shall fol- 
low the summit of the mountains parallel to 
the coast as far as the point of intersec- 
tion of the 14lst degree of west longitude 
(of the same meridian); and, finally, from the 
said point of intersection, the said meridian 
line of the i4lst degree, in its prolongation, 
as far as the frozen ocean.’ 


Line of Demarcation. 

“4. With reference to the line of de- 
marcation laid down in the preceding article 
it is understood—first, that the island called 
Prince of Wales island shall belong wholly 
to Russia (now by this cession to the United 
States). | 

** Second—That whenever the summit of 
the mountains which extend in a direction 
parallel to the coast from the 56th degree of 
north latitude to the point of intersection to 
the 14lst degree of west longitude shall prove 
to be at the distance of more than ten marine 
leagues from the ocean, the limit between 
the British possessions and the line of coast 
which is to belong to Russia as above men- 
tioned (that is to say, the limit to the pos- 
sessions ceded by this convention) shall be 
formed by a line parallel to the winding of 
the coast, and which shall never exceed the 
distance of ten marine leagues therefrom.”’ 

The above description is further explained 
by article VY. of the older treaty, which is 
in French in the latest negotiations, and 
another clause of the new treaty says: 
“The tribunal shall also take into consid- 
eration any action of the several govern- 
ments or of their respective representatives 
preliminary or subsequent to the conclusion 
of said treaties 'so far as the sam& tends to 
show the original and effective understand- 
ing of the parties in respectito the limits of 
their several territorial jurisdictions under 
and by virtue of the provisions of said 


treaty.’’

The construction corps has lost 
the services. of four able officers during the 
last year, and with the rapidly increasing 
amount of construction work the navy de- 
partment feels that it must stop the drain.

Cabinet to Give Contracts for Two Ves- 
sels to Cramps and New York Com- 
panies at $4,035,000 Each. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 3.—At the cabinet 
meeting today it was decided to award the 
contracts for the construction of the two 
new cruisers to the Cramp Shipbuilding com- 
pany and the New York Shipbuilding com- 
pany at the minimum price of $4,035,000.

repudiation of Saturday’s agreement. After 
a conference Mr. Gompers promptly ordered 
Thomas I. Kidd, the Chicago vice president 
of the federation, to adjust the dispute as he 
saw fit. 

‘Mr. Kidd arranged for'a meeting of the 
officers of the special order men and repre- 
sentatives of the teamsters, the steam power 
council, and the Chicago Federation of 
I.abor. When the hour. for the meeting ar- 
rived the officers of the special order did 
not appear.

Into the school building in the morning 
these tenement urchins of a dozen nation- 
alities troop by the hundred, their faces 
unwashed, their knuckles etched black, their 
hair unkempt, and their clothes bearing evi- 
In the afternoon, when 
they leave, their faces and hands are clean 
and their hair is parted, and combed, and 
braided till there.is little resemblance to 
the children of the morning._ 

Miss Cora Caverno, principal of the Jones 
‘school, has promulgated the maxim that 
*‘only a clean body absorbs learning,’ and 


‘of glistening and beaming youngsters. When 


this has‘ become the first ruie of conduct. 
As soon as the classes are assembled at 9 
a. m. the teachers single out the pupils 
most in need. of sanitary renovation, and’ 
these are sent first to the bathrooms. 

Miss Caverno has begun to realize what 
an undertaking she has accepted, and al- 
most every week the board of education 
is in receipt of her appeals for more bath 
tubs, more soap, and more attendants. Un-

“Mother” Sullivan at Work.

THE LONDON WOMAN HANGING. 

A dispatch from London estates that 
Amelia Sachs and Annie Walters, “ baby 
farmers,’ were hanged yesterday. They 
had been recommended to mercy not in con- 
nection with their numerous crimes but be- 
cause of their sex, but the home secretary 
declined to grant a reprieve, and the two 
wretches were hanged. 

The two women were found guilty of most 
abhorrent crimes. They kept what was 
called a “nursing home,” which was in 
reality a place for wholesale and systematic 
infanticide. .Women expecting children and 
not wishing them were invited to send them 
fo the “ nursery home,” the proprietors of 
which alleged that they disposed of them 
to other women for adoption for cash con- 
siderations. It was shown by the evidence 
that they sold babies when they could. 
When they couldn’t they killed them. It 
was also shown that many of the babies 
were sent by wealthy women in the West 
Bad of London, and that there is a wide- 
spread system of baby farming in that city 
and a profitable one, as the wealthy women 
pay big fees to the “ farmers ’’ and the lat- 
ter get fair compensation from other cus- 
tomers. It is not likely that chikiren are ; 
murdered outright in all of the baby farms, . 
but they were in the Sachs-Walters place. 
It is easier to let them die of neglect when 
The case has attracted much attention in 
London and there has been widespread dis- 
cussion of the question: Should women he ) 
hanged? Some affirm it is wrong to hang 
women; others that it is not. It is certain 
that if Vaese two women had been murder- 
ers rather than murderesses no one would 
have objected tothe hanging of the wretches. 
Mr. Labouchere, in his London Truth, while 
not saying it is right to hang women, pro- 
tests against one law for men and another 
for women in cases of murder, and argucs 
that if murderesses are to receive a different 
punishment from murderers, “simply be- 
cause they are women, the principle ought 
not to be limited to capital punishment. He 
further argues that if the law regards a 
woman's life as more sacred than a man’s 
it ought to apply the same principle to the 
crime as well as the punishment and treat 
the murder of a man as a lighter offense 
than that of a woman. Closing his argu- 
ment, he says: “ Such a discrimination be- 
tween the value of lives is unknown to any 


who commit murders, whether in hot orcold - 
blood, are to escape the gallows simply be- 
cause they are women, capital punishment 
must, in logic and justice, be abolished alto-

AGAIN THE HILLMON _CASE. 
The well known Kansas insurance case, 
in which Sallie B. Hillmon is seeking to re- 


Life insurance upon the life of her hus- 
band, who, she claims, died in 1879, has been 
sent back to the trial court again by the 
United States Supreme court. As six juries 
have already passed upon various points 
affecting the case, this is the seventh time 
that the determined woman will seek to 
collect the insurance which she claims is due 
to her. 

This famous case has now been before 
the public for twenty-four years in one form 
or another. Twice before it has found its 
way to the Supreme court, which was called 
upon to pass upon disputed points of law. 
When Mrs. Hilimon first brought suit there 
were three respondents, the New York Life, 
the Mutua) Life, and the Connecticut Mu- 
tual Life, and the aggregate of her claims 
was $25,000. She obtained judgment in the 
first hearing, whereupon the New York Life 
amd the Mutual Life settled with her, pay- 
ing her $10,000 each, leaving the Connec- 
ticut Mutua! to fight it out alone, which it 
has been doing for nearly a quarter of a 
cemtury without bringing the casetoa finish. 

Mrs. Hillmon in her original petition of 
March 17, 1879, contended that the pro 
visions of the policy had been complied with 
and that her husband was dead and was 
buried om a certain date in Kansas. The 
respondents set up thet her husband and one 
Brown and Baldwin conspired to defraud 
them by representing that Hillmon was 
dead and eubstituting a corpse for burial. 
The original claim against the Connecticut 
Mutual was $5,000. A judgement with in- 
terest now would be for between $11,000 
and $12,000. The case has been before a 
jury six times. It has figured in Circuit 
courts, Superior courts, Appellate courts, 
end the federal Supreme-.court, and now 
it goes gaily and cheerfully back to the 

trial courts fora seyenth hearing, and indue 
course of time, if nothing happens to pre-

their claims should not be satisfied in six 
years. The alliance has lasted too long al- 
ready. 
There never should have been joint action 
in the Venezuelan question. It was un- 
necessary. It wasilladvised. The weakest 
of the three powers can easily coerce any 
South American state. Americans aware 
of this could see no other reason for joint ac- 
tion than the intention to overawe and in- 
timidate the United States. If that was 
the purpose it has signally failed, while the 
parties chiefly concerned have done them- 
selves harm. Great Britain has lost a part 
of the good will it gained during the war 
with Spain. Germany has been put back 
precisely where it was at the time of the 
episode in Manila Bay. It is difficult to re- 
sist the impression that the present situa- 
tion is-due in part to the intervention of the 
king of England, who has sought to draw 
closer the ties of relationship and friend- 


he has been a bit too complaisant to his 
nephew and has injured England thereby. 

Much harm has already been done by the 
irritating and provocative action of Ger- 
many and Great Britain in the Venezuelan 
affair. Nobody believes that war will come 
of it. Humanity and civilization would pro- 
test against and forbid so shocking and 
calamitous an event. But the British and 
German combination has set Americans to 
thinking. Great Britain and Germany are 
not the only European nations that count. 
There is Russia, the traditional and un- 
swerving friend of the United States. There 
is France, the friend of this country in the 
revolutionary days, when aid was sogreatly | 
needed. The friendship of early days has 
been too frequently interrupted, but it can 
be resumed with enthusiasm if. circum- 
stances justify it. With these facts in mind 
men in ‘Washington were discussing last 
week, as was stated in the dispatches of 
Tue Trisunp, the possibilities of a much 
closer relationship between the United 
States and France, which is now closely al- 
lied with Russia. The combination is one 
which Great Britain and Germany hardly 
would desire to see formed. It would be to 
their interest to abstain from a policy which 
might have such consequences. 

The continhance of the British-German 
alliance for six years or any Jength of time 
will be irritating and provocative, because 
it can only be directed against the United 
States. If the allies will not recede from 
their untenable position the question should 
go to The Hague tribunal, as Minister 
Bowen requests, and the blockade be lifted. 
The last point should be insisted on. The 
blockade would have ceased before this 
probably if the allies had not wished to oc- 
cupy the position of preferred creditors 
when the blockade was lifted, for the cus- 
toms collections will be unusually large then. 

The three powers have thrust themselves 
into a bad position. The sooner they ex- 
tricate themselves the better will it be for 
them. The unfortunate triple alliance 
should be dissolved if the parties to it desire 
American good will. ae | 


BREAD FOR THE FILIPINOS. 

The Filipinos are asking us for bread. The 
scriptures imply that when a son makes that 
request of a father the father does not give 
him a stone. Now our attitude toward the 
Filipinos is paternal. We haveassumed pa- 
ternal authority. We must undertake pa- 
terna! obligations. 

It is an exceedingly small piece of bread, 
after all, that the Filipinos want. It is so 
ginall that it may be said to consist of three 
crumbs. What these three crumbs are is ex- 
plained in the current North American Re- 
view by Brewster Cameron. Mr. Qameron 
is the official delegate at Washington of the 
allied chambers of commerce in the Philip-

The second thing that Mr. Cameron wants 
is a reduction of the Dingley tariff ratés in 
favor of Philippine products. The plague 
called rinderpest has destroyed 90 per cent 
of the water buffaloes. Now the water buf- 
falo is to the Filipino what the horse, the 
mule, and the ox together are to the Ameri- 
can. Filipino agriculture needs artificial 
stimulation. Not enough will be produced 
during the next five years to affect the gen- 
eral American market. A reduction of the 
tariff will not injure the American producer 
and it certainly will benefit the Filipino 
farmer. 

The third thing that Mr. Cameron wants 
is an amendment to the federal act under 
which the Philippines are now governed. 
This amendment would increase the powers 
of the Philippine commission, and would a)- 
low corporations to hold more than 2,500 
acres of land. The reason for this second 
part of the amendment is that farms under 
2,500 acres cannot be operated to the 
greatest possible advantage. : 

Such is Mr. Cameron’s outline of the policy 
needed in the Philippines. It will be dif- 
ficult to show any reason why that policy 
should not be adopted.

ace, with the object of getting the matter 


under way.

The projected visit of the prince of Wales 
to India has been postponed sine die, and 
there is no likelihood that the matter will 
come up for discussio 
years to come, in spite of the expression of 
hope contained in the king’s message, read 
at the Delhi durbar, to the effect that the 
prince and princess of Wales would make a 
progress through India next winter. 

It seems that the expense entailed upon 
the various semi-independent sovereigns and 
vassal princes of India in connection with 
the recent durbar and with the entertain- 
ment of the duke and duchess of Connaught 
has been so enormous, and the drain upon 
the Anglo-Indian exchequer—that is to say, 
upon the Indian taxpayer—so heavy, that it 
is considered that it would be unfair and in- 
expedient to subject either princes or tax- 
payers so soon again to the serious burden 
of expenditure entailed by a royal progress 
through Hindustan of the futures Kaisr-I- 
Hind and of his consort next winter. 


The Baroness Julia Oppenheim, who died 
the other day, bequeathing to the present 
kaiser a sum of $500,000, was a daughter of 
that old Baron Cohn who was the lifelong 
banker and financial agent of the late Em- 
peror William. The old banker Was unfor- 
tunate in his matrimonial experiences. His 
wife secured a divorce from him and there- 
upon married the late Polydore Millaud, the 
founder of that wonderful organ of the 
French press known as the Petit Journal, 
which has a circulation of over 1,000,000 
copies a day; penetrating to every village 
throughout the length and breadth of 
France. 

Two children were born of this union, a 
daughter and a son, the late Albert Millaud, 
so long connected with the Paris Figaro, and 


who was therefore a half brother of Baroness .

On Wednesday next the king and queen 
of Servia will attend the memorial service in 
honor of the late ex-King“Milan at the mon- 
astery of Krouchedol, in Syrmia—that is to 
say, on Austro-Hungarian soil—the em- 
peror being represented on that occasion 
either by one of the archdukes of his house 
or else by the “ ban,’’ or governor general 
of Croatia. 

The emperor has stipulated that this tardy 
act of filial respect should be paid by King 
Alexander to the memory of his dead father 
before he would consent to hold any rela- 
tions with him. It may be remembered that 
he was profoundly angered by Alexander's 
attitude at the time of Milan’s death at 
Vienna, and himself acted as chief mourner 
at the funeral, of which no notice was taken 
by the young king. 

In view of Milan’s fierce denunciation of 
Queen Draga and of the abuse which he 
lavished upon her, as well as upon his son, 
this is a bitter pill for Alexander and his 
consort to swallow. Indeed, only two 
months ago Alexander took occasion to pub- 
licly assail the memory of his father, and 
he certainly would not submit to what is 
virtually an act of penance imposed upon 
him by Emperor Francis Joseph unlese it 
had been stipulated that he was to receive 
a quid pro quo—that is to say, resumption 
by the court of Austria of friendly relations 
with that of Belgrade, the reception of Alex- 
ander once more by the venerable monarch 
of Austria-Hungary, and possibly even the 
acceptance at the hofburg of Queen Draga, 
though that is exceedingly questionable. 

While it is perfectly true that Gen. Pon- 
zio-Vaglia, the minister of the royal house- 
hold at Rome and the executor of the testa- 
mentary wishes of the late King Humbert, 
has had legal proceedings brought against 
him by a soi-disant countess, who claimed 
a share in the estate left by the murdered 
monarch for her son of about 18 years old, of 
whom she alleges the king to have been the 
father, I venture to doubt whether the case 
will ever come into court: For the countess 
in question, with her pretended mother and 
two or three masculine friends, was ex- 
pelled by the police from Rome some six- 
teen or seventeen years ago for having kept 
a species of gambling establishment where 
a number of young men of rank and fortune 
ruined themselves, victims of frauds of the 
most bare faced description. | 

The only reason why they were not crim- 
inally prosecuted at the time and sentenced 
to jail was in order to avoid the unenviable 
notoriety which would have been brought 
‘upon the families of the victims, who man- 
ifested their reluctance to take any part in 
the prosecution. They consequently escaped 
jail on the understanding that they quitted. 
the country. 


Whether the late king ever knew the claim- | 


ant is exceedingly problematic. But, in

and has an Austrian wife in the person of 
Countess Julia Hoyos. His domestic rela- 
tions have not, however, been altogether 
unclouded, and the loss of his palace is 


mainly due to his extravagance, which his 


family ascribe to the fact that his mind is 


' not altogether correctly balanced. 


In view of the questions which have been 
raised with regard to the child to which the 
ex-crown princess of Saxony expects to give 
birth some weeks hence, it may be just as 
well to point out that according to German 
law the crown prince of Saxony himself 
will have the sole right of making any valid 
official statement as to the infant's illegiti- 
macy. 

The assurances of the ex-crown princess 
herself, of Prof. Giron, and of any members 
of the reigning houses of Saxony and Austria 
are absolutely without legal weight in the 
matter. Providing the crown prince does 
not disavow the paternity of the child and 
furnish the necessary proofs in favor of his 
contention, as required by law, the infant 
will be in law a scion of the royakhouse 6f 
Saxony.

HEALTH RULE FOR TEACHERS 
_ DEEMED A WISE MEASURE. 


Public School Instructors Generally Ap- 
prove the Action of the Management 
Committee—Also Want Vaccination. 


School teachers generally seem to approve 
the action of the school management com- 
mittee in barring from the schools teachers 
who are afflicted with infectious diseases. 
Although the rules applying to the health of 
pupils have been made stringent the teachers 
have never been compelled to submit to vac- 
cination or to give an account of their own 
maladies. 


“T am glad the committee took the action 


it did,”’ said Miss Mary E. Lynch of the Chi- 
cago Teachers’ club. ‘‘ Lack of medical reg- 
ulations as applied to the teachers has al- 
ways been a menace to the health of the pu- 
pils. A teacher as ill as Miss Carpenter is 
said to be oughf not to be allowed to teach.” 

Principal A. C. Rishel of the Ogden school 
said: *‘I am in favor of demanding that 
teachers be vaccinated and observe the same 
health regulations as the pupils. It is unfor- 
tunate, however, that Miss Carpenter should 
have to leave the service without a pen- 
sion.”’ 

A number of Christian Scientists were in- 
clined to criticise the action of the committee 


in making Miss Carpenter's case s0 con-. 


spicuous. 
‘There are doubtless a large number of 
teachers in the schools who are in no better 
condition than Miss Carpenter,’”’ said Bick- 
nell Young, reader of the Second church, 
Scientist. ‘‘The board evidently does not 
accept Christian Science as a healing power.

‘It is futile to look for better things in 
an awakening of interest in architecture.

nuisance and beautify our streets. Give us | 


a satisfactory environment and beautiful 
architecture will grow. 

‘The world expects nothing of beauty 
from us today because we are Chicagoans. 
Its judgment is too hasty. We know we are 
better people than our streets. Chicago has 
a tremendous spiritual life, but because of 
our streets the world judges us as wholly 


material. 
“Those in close touch with municipal art 


know that Chicago is on the verge of a great 
revival of the subject of municipal beauty, 
which will ultimately make it as attractive 
as any city.”

The 'Frisco ordinance is held up in the 
New Orleans city council awaiting the moves 
of other roads headed that way. 

The New Orleans people are by no means 
certain that the ’Frisco people are in earnest 
about extending their system to that city. 
A corps of surveyors and engineers is now 
in the field locating the route from Memphis 
south, but it is feared that the real object is 
to make connection with the Southern rail- 
way, which, according to report, is trying 
to get control of the ’Frisco system. 

Double Tracking the St. Paul. 

The work of double tracking the Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul road between Milwaukee 
and La Crosse is progressing as rapidly as 


large crews can complete the grading and 
lay the ties and rails. Up to date 112 miles

Negotiations were 
opened today for the purchase of 800 acres 
of property just outside the city limits for 
cattle yards. At the same time options were 
secured on property within five blocks of the 
postoffice, to be used for depot purposes.

Underwriters May. fay Appoint Fire Mar- 
shals to Investigate Suspected Work 
pe in Chicege. 


4 ‘Notice will be issued. todas of a special 


meeting of the board of fire underwriters, 
to be held at 3 o’clock tomorrow afternoon 
in the rooms of the Chicago Underwriters’ 
association, to. consider the advisability of 
proceeding under its charter right to ap- 
point fire marshals for the detection of in- 
cendiary fires. The board of underwriters 
is empowered by law to control the fire in- 
‘surance patrol, and levies a tax on the 
premiums of al] the companies. Its charter 
gives it the right to appoint surveyors, who 
may act as fire marshals and inspectors, and 
may be given police authority by the civic 
officials. There has been considerable dis- 
satisfaction among insurance men with the 
work of the city fire marsha! on the grourid 
that the number of incendiary and sus- 
picious fires is out of all proportion to the 
investigations or prosecutions, and they may 
undertake to vappleaient his work.

ace MILLS FOR ST. PAUL. 


LARGEST IN THE a TO BE ES- 
TABLISHED IN MINNESOTA. 


Rough Grain Will Be Brought-to This 
Ceuntry and Placed in Condition 
for Market—James J. Hill Promises 
to Corner the Business with the Aid 
of His Railway and Steamship Lines 
~—Much of Tariff Saved by Proposed 
Plan. 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 3.—[Special.]—Within 
a short time there will be built in St. Paul 
some of the largest rice mills to be found 
in the world. They will be built in order to 
mill millions of pounds cf the ‘“ rough”’ 
oriental rice that the Great Northern rail- 
road will soon be bringing into this city. 

Other plants also will be erected to turn 
the milled rice into different kins of pre- 
pared foods that will be sold in all parts of 
the country. A man who is interested in 
the mills says that James J. Hill had made 
up his mind that St. Paul should be the 
center of.the rice trade in this country. As 
Mr. Hill“will control all the rice coming 
from the orient into this country he can 
establish a market where it happens to suit 
him to do so. 

Mr. Hill is now building two ships to carry 
this rice from Japan to America. They are 
to be twice as large as any vessel afloat upon 
the Pacific ocean today. Each will be able 
to carry 900,000 bushels of wheat or 200,000 
barrels of flour in one trip. 

If each of’ these vessels can take 900,000 
bushels of wheat to Japan and China en 
one trip it can also bring back to this country 
on one trip 900,000 bushels of rice. This 
means that 2,000 carloads of rice will arrive 
in St. Paul each month, when the other boats 
that are in the rice carrying trade and that 
ship their cargoes over the three.north 
transcontinental roads are counted in. 

Most of this rice will be in what is known 
as the means unmilled. 
The impert duty is 2 cents for milled rice 
per pound. The duty on unmilled rice is 
only 144 cents per pound. It costs 87 cents 
per hundred pounds to bring the rice from 
Japan to St. Paul. 

ost of the rice will come from Japan for 
the reason that rice coming from China 
costs 37 cents more per hundred pounds 
in freight rates, $1.25 per hundred pounds 
being the cost of bringing rice from 
China to St. Paul. The railroad charges 
for hauling rice already fotind in this 
country are 5 cents (per hundred 
pounds from the Pacific coast to St. Paul. 
When the Great Nogsthern 
ships are afloat the rates will be made on 
this side of the water and probably will be 
much lower. Indeed, Mr. Hill has promised 
to make them a great deal lower than they 
now are. 

No matter where the rice| was milled it 
would have to come through or stop at St. 
Paul. Mr. Hill has said that it will stop 
here to be milled. Those who are interested 
in the mills says that he has said more than 
this—that, in fact, he has said that he will 
fix the rates so that the rice will have to
